Senator Comstock introduced a bill 
appropriating 
$485,000 
for the

struction of a new main building at 
tile slate university. 
Senator Morgan submitted two bills 
relating to the formation of a state bu­ 
reau of child and 
animal protection. 
The Minnesota Society for the Preven­ 
tion of Cruelty is to constitute a state 
bureau ct child and animal protection. 
The appropriation is $2,500 per annum. 
Under a bill by Senator Putnam, a 
wife or child abandoned by a husband 
or father, may make 
complaint to a 
board of county commissioners, who 
will sec to it that the necessary war­ 
rant is issued.

St. Paul, March 8.—A 3-cent fare, 
with 1 cent as the maximum passenger 
rate on Saturdays, is the scheme pro­ 
posed by O. W. W. Harden, in a bill of­ 
fered In the house Tuesday.

An owner, to 
protect bis property, has only to file 
the bottle or box design with the sec­ 
retary of state, and from that time on 
his ownership cannot be disputed. 


D em ands Fireproof Curtains. 
W. A. Nolan wants all theaters and 
halls with a stage in every town and 
city In the state protected with a fire­ 
proof curtain. It is further provided 
that every city shall have an inspector 
of halls and theaters, who shall be 
compensated by a tax of $3 on each 
building inspected. 
The house resumed consideration of j 
the code Tuesday, but did not continue 
the progress it started with Monday.

M a k e s Up for Lost Time by R ushing 
in a Flood of Bills. 
The senate resumed business Tues­ 
day, after a recess since Friday noon, 
and made up for lost time by rushing 
in a flood of bills, twenty-one in all. 
Senator John C. Hardy proposed a 
bill, local in character, under which 
cities of 50,(H)(i and over are authorized 
to Issue bonds for waterworks pur­ 
poses. The bill provides that by a two- 
thirds vote of the common couu» ii, 
bonds, not to exceed $500,000, may be 
issued. 
Senator Ward submitted a bill, the 
purpose of which is to prohibit bucket- 
shops lor the purchase or sale of 
stocks or grain. 
Senator Horton introduced a bill 
which creates a pension for disabled 
aud retired policemen, in cities having 
a population of more than 50,000. 
Under a bill by Senator Dart, the 
provisions of the statutes relating to 
giving noti\e of motions for prejudice 
in district courts are extended to cov­ 
er all districts of the state. 
Senator Comstock introduced a bill 
appropriating $485,000 for the con­ 
struction ot a new main building at 
the state university. 
Senator Morgan submitted two bills 
relating to the formation of a state bu­ 
reau of child and animal protection. 
The Minnesota Society for the Preven­ 
tion of Cruelty is to constitute a state 
bureau ot ehnd and animal protection. 
The appropriation is $2,500 per annum. 
Under a bill by Senator Putnam, a 
wife or child abandoned by a husband 
or father, may make complaint to a 
board of county commissioners, who 
will see to it that the necessary war­ 
rant is issued. 
The senate passed Senator Gjertsen’s 
flvorce bill. By the terms of the bill 
the habitual taking of deleterious 
drugs or imprisonment in the state 
reformatory for a felony are made 
grounds for a divorce. 
The resolution directing the board 
of control to Inquire Into the feas­ 
ibility of establishing 
a plant at the 
state prison for the manufacture of 
binders and mowers, was passed with­ 
out dissent.

On the East Side prac­

In fact the elevated system of the 
Interborough’s lines was pretty well 
paralysed. 
The company’s entire en­ 
ergy seemed to be directed to an ef­ 
fort to maintain service in the sub­ 
way and this it was partly successful. 
Strike Breaker Early and his crew 
of about 800 men were thrown into 
the tunnels. 
Officers of the company 
gave this system their special atten ­ 
tion and an enormous force of police­ 
men was drawn to the tunnels and the 
stations. 
Through traffic was aban­ 
doned early. 


Accident U p se t Schedule. 
Every available man was put on the 
locals and a fairly good schedule was 
maintained during the evening rush 
hours until 
the accident at 
Twenty- 
third street took 
place. 
This upset 
things, but after strenuous efforts they 
were straightened out and a service re­ 
sumed on a headway of from five to 
seven minutes. 
The accident at Twenty-third street 
was in the nature of a rear-end colli­ 
sion, due, it is said, to the inexperience 
of the men on the trains. 
Two cars 
had their ends smashed in, there was 
a panic among scores of passengres, of 
the injured fifteen were so severely 
hurt that they had to be sent to the 
hospitals.

over two hours, from 5 o’clock until 
after 7. 
A five-car local train, bound up town 
from Lennox avenue, was in charge of 
Motorman Charles Mines of Louisville, 
Ky., and a conductor 
named Boyer, 
both new men.

Twenty-third 
street. 
The last ear of the train was 
one of the new steel cars and the car 
ahead of it was of the 
wooden type, 
with copper sheathing. The front plat­ 
form of the last car and the rear plat­ 
form 
of the

crowded. 
The train had just drawn into the 
Twenty-third street station and some 
of the passengers were about to alight 
when there (am e a crash as a train 
which had left the bridge only thirty 
seconds after the first train dashed in­ 
to the train standing at Twenty-third 
street. 
The steel car on the first train 
was forced into the rear 
of the car 
just ahead. 
All of the lights of the 
first train 
wont out and 
a moment 
later were heard the cries 
of the in­ 
jured and panic stricken passengers. 


O ccu pa nts T h r o w n Down. 
The people in the two rear cars of the 
first train and in the first car of the 
second train were thrown to the floor. 
The passengers standing on the plat­ 
forms of the last two cars of the first 
train were caught as in a vice.

here that all of those who were hurt 
received 
their 
Injuries. 
Policemen 
and firemen were summoned to chop 
the ( ars apart and rescue the impris­ 
oned. 
It was fifteen minutes before 
the first of the victims was released. 
Meantime, some of the cooler of the 
passengers in the 
train had lighted 
matches in the cars and were assist­ 
ing the women to the doors at the un­ 
broken ends of the two cars and in a 
few minutes men and women were be­ 
ing passed through 
the broken win­ 
dows to the platform. 
About half an 
hour after the accident

was turned on again and the train was 
lighted.

i was the sentiment of the foreign rela- 
I tions committee as well as of the sen­ 
ate and the sessions of the committee 
I were held during the day with a view 
of reporting the treaty as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
The 
am endm ents 
offered 
in 
committee were confined to the re­ 
moval of alleged surplusage of words. 
They were offered verbally and taken 
down by a stenographer. 
They art1 to 
be printed and considered when the 
committee 
meets. 
By 
tacit 
under­ 
standing the policy 
involved in the 
treaty was not taken up bv the com­ 
mittee and it was understood that the 
action m submitting 
amendments in 
this manner did not commit any sena­ 
tor to the support of the treaty. 
Tho 
purpose of the am endm ents was mere­ 
ly to facilitate action and remove all 
chance of its being m ade a party ques­ 
tion in the committee. 
The prompt action of the foreign re­ 
lations committee undoubtedly wdll re­ 
sult in a much earlier decision in the 
senate. 
Nearly every senator who dis­ 
cussed the treaty expressed a desire 
that the m easure be kept from becom­ 
ing a party question. 
To prevent this 
Senator Bacon offered to withdraw his 
resolution concerning the protocol of 
an agreement entered into between the 
United States and Santo Domingo in 
January, 1903, in reference to the San­ 
to Domingo 
Improvement company’s 
claim and modify its effect. 
When he 
again offers it, the resolution will be 
general in character and ask that the 
foreign 
relations committee 
inquire 
and investigate w hether the executive 
had the authority in the name of the 
United States to take 
charge of the 
customs of another country.

will ask that the senate committee in- 
cjuire if there is any form of compact,
